king. Both are said to be allies of the 
American Tobacco Company, against 
which the dark tobacco growers of Ken- 
tucky are alleged to have been waging 
war. 'At Orr's factor) the torch was 
applied, but at Steger's the building 
was blown up with dynamite and the 
ruins fired. The marauders worked 
with the utmost system. All wore 
black masks and a white handkerchief 
pinned to the left shoulder to identify 
each other in the dark. 

Immediately on their arrival they 
took jHissession of the telegraph office, 

where they took the young lady opera- 
tors in charge and shut up the exchange. 
Having cut off all communication with 
the outside, they took possession of the 
police station and held the Town Mar- 
shal land night policeman in custody 
until they left town. 

They took charge of the waterworks, 
placing guards over the pumping sta- 
tion, so that no effort could be made to 
put out the fire. 
| . All this was done before the citizens 
Jwere aware that the town had been 
invaded, but these precautions having 
been taken the invaders rode through 
the streets, shooting out the windows 
of the post office on the way, and were 
soon at the factories they had doomed 

the shooting were warned to stay in- 
doors, and most of them obeyed the in- 
junction. The Orr factory was fired 
first, and when the flames had a good 
start the marauders started for the 
Stenger concern. Mr. Orr was in his 
office when the raid was made and was 
put under guard and sent to his home 
wjth warning to stay there. 

At the Stenger factory the mob evi- 
dently pressed for time wasted none, 
but put dynamite under the building 
and blew it into the air. Stopping only- 
long; enough to see that the ruins were 
well fired and that the flames of both 
houses were beyond control, the night 
, riders hurried away in all directions. 
Four dwellings near the Orr factory 
were badly damaged and a coal office 
and two stables near the Stenger fac- 
tory burned down. 

After the men left town a message 
was sent to JEddyviU* and 75 citizens 
formed a guard around their factories, 
fearing that the mob would pay them a 
visit and burn their stocks of tobacco, 
s At 7 o'clock this morning the Sheriff 
of Lyon County arrived with five men 
tXteavily armed. It was at first propos- 
ed to raise a posse and pursue the mar- 



auders, but this was abandoned a 
was considered too late for such 
tion. 

There was about 150,000 pounds of 
tobacco in each warehouse, and all of it 
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Lyon County, were dynamited. 

It is believed here that the raid is 
part of the fight of the tobacco grow- 
erson the American Tobacco Company, 
but it is not known that any person 
connected with the Dark Tobacco 
Growers' Association was in the crowd 
that made the raid. 

The entire loss on account of the 
raid is figured conservatively at f55,- 
000. Orr's loss is f-15.000 on building 
and fs.000 on tobacco, while Bteaget'S 
is £20,600 on building and (4,000 on 
tobacco. 

The loss on surrounding property is 
estimated at f5,000. The factories 
burned are along the line of the Illinois 
Central railroad, und it became known 
today that the whole crew of a freight 
train on that road were unwilling wit- 
nesses of the destruction of the prop- 
erty. The freight was passing just as 
the night riders came up, and the lat- 
ter, fearing the trainmen would give 
the alarm if allowed to leave, took them 
from the train at the points of their 
guns and lined them up under guard, 
and held them there until both build- 
All the railroad employes in the yard 
were threatened with death if they in- 
terfered in any way with the raiders. 
When the freight train was allowed to 
depart it was followed by a volley from 
the detachment of raiders wlv> had 
acted as their guard. The freight was 
bound for Kvansville, Ind.

ed at the last moment by his wife and 
only child, his brother. Judge John S. 
Adair and sister. Mrs Mary Whitworth. 
He was conscious to the very moment ol 
dissolution and told his brother that he 
was "making a great fight." He als< 
spoke feelingly of the "glorious dawn- 
ing" which awaited him. He was en- 
tirely conscious of his condition and only 
a few hours before the end made his last 
will and disposed of his earthly ppsses- 
sions in a) business-like way. which 
characterized his whole life. 

The last words spoken upon earth by 
Mr Adair were to his wife, the com- 
panion of many years, whose devotion 
lends an inspiration and a halo to the 
surroundings. Closely observing her 
lamentations and distressed condition, 
he beseeched her to "be brave like me." 

Mr Adair's health nad been bad for 
two or three years, and the occupation 
that he chose that cf a banker did not 
conduce to his general health. In fact 
the confinement was so severe on hii 
general health that he retired from ac- 
duty as Cashier of the Fordsville 
Banking Company some months ago and 
devoted his time to pursuits leas 
fining. However, the seeds had been 
sown, and the condition brought on by 
years of hard work and confinement had 
made their inroads. He was a doomed 
man for months, and those who kne' 
him bestcouldsee the strain underwhich 
he labored. Some two years ago he had 
a spell similar to the one which carried 
him away, but he rallied and recovered. 
He never seemed to be his old self again 
after this attack and was poorly prepar- 
o<l for that whichjeame two weeks ago. Ol 
Friday of last week his relatives at thi 
i notified of his condition, am 
Judge John Adair. Miss Dood Adair an< 
iry Whitworth went to his bed 
lis condition was thought to bi 
id. and on Sunday they cami 
home On Monday morning early the 
wires again told cf his bad condition 
aggravated by an unrestful night, 
Judge Adair and Mrs. Wh tworth suc- 
ceeded i" reaching him before he expir- 
pired. and were a consolation and a 
soiace to him at the end. 

The remains were brought to Hawes- 
ville. his old home, on Tuesday morning 
by way of Owensboro and taken to the 
of hia boyhood, in the 
of the city; at two p m . of the 
day tht b.ir,a', occurred in the Haw 
esvilie cemetery. Besides his widow 
and daughter, a score ur more of the 
most substantial business men in and 
around Fordsville men who stood by 
h s side in the upbuilding of that live 
littie town accompanied the remains to 
Hawesv:!.e. In this they made exhihi- 
ti'.n of their devotion to as honorable and 
as upright young man as the writer ever 
knew or met. 

Mr Adair was not a church member 
nor a memoer of any fraternal organiza- 
tion, but that he cc-rtiinly had hope and 
faith in the great future no one who knew 
him and watched his manly lite doubted. 
A great throng of old friends relative', 
acquaintances those from both the high 
and low station followed the great pro- 
cession to the grave, and the tear- 
dimmed eyes only gave outward expres- 
sion to the pent-up sorrow within. 

Ike Adair was born near Skillman. 
this county, thirty-eight years ago. He 
was the youngest child of the late Gen 
D L. Adair, and Mrs. Sarah A. Adair, 
now of this city. When a mere boy in 
school he exhibited an aptness for books 
shown by few children, and it is told of 
him that when others of his companions 
were out at recess enjoying themselves 
in exercise so much loved by the youth 
of the land, your.g Adair couid be found 
bending over his books. Such a busi- 
nsss tact did he develop whea a yi-uth 
that his old friend, the lat George Smith, 
of Lewisport. in 1881 a member of the 
Legislature, had a special act passed by 
that bod> making him of legal age be-, 
fo'e he had reached the age of twenty- 
one. Mr. Smith declared in so doing 
that no person with so bright a mind as 
Ike Adair, and with his natural business 
instinct, should be hampered by the law

and that he intended to remove the ob- 
stacles, and he did so. 

In his younger days Ike Adair did 
snme exceedingly creditable newspaper 

work notably on the old Hawesville 
Ballot and on one of the leading papers 
of Helena. Arkansas. Before he was 
twenty-one he was appointed postmas- 
ter of Hawesville. though the confirma- 
tion of this oppointment did not come 
until he had reached his majority. In 
this position he served the four years 
under the administration of President 
Harrison, and no one will deny the fact 
that in that position he was not sur- 
passed in efficiency by anyone. 

In 1893. after he retired from the 
postoffice, he went to Fordsville and or- 
ganized the Fordsville Banking Co. . and 
with this institution he acted as cashier 
as above stated. The bank in a short 
time jumped to the front as a solid 
financial institution, and so successful 
was Mr. Adair in this particular line 
that he was engaged almost exclusively 
in the last few years of his life in or- 
ganizing similar institutions in Ken- 
tucky. Tennessee and Arkansas, and at 
his death we are told that he held stock 
in no less than fifty of these country 
banks, not a one of which was anything 
except successful. As a result Mr. 
Adair, though a comparatively young 
man, attracted the attention of financiers 
and accumulated wealth in a remarka- 
ble manner. He was also the holder of 
much telephone property and owned the 
Hawesville electric light plant. Just 
what he was worth at the time ol 
death it would be difficult to estir 

brief he was regarded as a financial 
genius, and his advice was often sought 
by older heads than his in matters af 
fectingthe solidity of financial invest 
ments. 

Mr. Adair was married to Miss Lou 
ise, daughter of Mr. and Mrs Eugene P 
McAdams. and he leaves one girl < 
bright child of fourteen— Miss Manai 
She has been attending schoo 
at Loretta. 

Mr. Adair leaves two brothers— Mr 
J. S. Adair, of Stephensport. and Wm

Two Fast Passenger Trains Wrecked 
Near Lynchburg. Prominent Men
